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Council Members Exude Cheerful Confidence 
As Supporters Crowd Into Council Chambers

Before an audience of over 50 
family members, friends, and 
other well wishers on Monday 
evening, September 24, the 
newly re-elected city council 
took their oath of office for a 
new two-year term and elected 
high vote getter Gil Weidenfeld 
to serve as mayor. Weidenfeld 
will exchange titles and seats 
behind the podium with former 
mayor Richard Pilski, who was 
elected to the post of mayor pro 
tem. Administration of the oath 
of office to the new mayor was 
performed by Norman Pritchett, 
Clerk of the Seventh Judicial 
Circuit Court of Maryland. 


In a short statement following 
the swearing-in, Weidenfeld ex¬ 
pressed his gratitude for the vote 
of confidence rendered to him and 
his colleagues by the citizens of 
Green belt. Weidenfeld called the 
group "a well seasoned council.” 

Other council members struck 
the same note. Pilski, elected to his 
eighth term, Indicated that if he 
completes it, he will have served 
on the city council for 16 years, 
longer than any other citizen in 
Greenbelt history. 

Councilman Thomas X. White 
stated that government goes on in 
Greenbelt “without missing a beat.” 
He called the four-time re-election 
of the entire council “unprecedent¬ 
ed in Greenbelt history.” 


All council members in their 
statements sketched out what they 
see as significant problems for the 
years ahead, and all gave priority 
to the threat posed to the city by 
proposals by the State Highway 
Administration for future highway 
redesign within the boundaries of 
Greenbelt. “The plans are gro¬ 
tesque, particularly in combina¬ 
tion,” Councilman Charles F. 
Schwan charged. “They are so bad 
that it is hard to take them seri¬ 
ously, but take them seriously we 
must.” 

White stressed the need for peo¬ 
ple in Springhill Lake to have “safe 
and adequate ingress and egress.”

GUI Board Explores Means of Informing 
Members as Rehabilitation Moves Along

With most of its major deci¬ 
sions on rehabilitation already 
made, the Greenbelt Homes, Inc. 
Board of Directors at its Sep¬ 
tember 13 meeting was kept 
busy refining the minor points: 
how to keep its 1600 members 
abreast of what is happening in 
general and, more specifically, 
how to notify members of when 
their homes will be disrupted 
for the installation of windows 
or insulation or siding. 

Member Katherine Keene sug¬ 
gested forming a members’ com¬ 
mittee to handle complaints or 
queries about the rehabilitation 
work in progress; management 
thought the idea sounded useful. 
HUD requires reporting of infor¬ 
mation to the membership. The 


board asked management to come 
up with some plans as to whether 
the “Newsletter,” the News Review 
or a special rehab bulletin, as sug¬ 
gested by Director Margaret Ho- 
gensen, would be the most efficient. 

Both board and members were 
concerned about guaranteeing 
propear supervision of the rehabili¬ 
tation work. The board has already 
approved hiring a construction su¬ 
pervisor. A new inspector, Margie 
Secone, has been on the job about 
a month. Members Janet James 
and Carl Conrad and General Man¬ 
ager Roy Breashears all testified 
in her behalf. 

“We are gearing up toward close 
overlook of subcontractors,” Brea¬ 
shears said. “Most of these jobs 
are of such magnitude that manu¬ 
facturers will be doing the bidding 
and then hiring their own subcon¬ 
tractors.” 


“Our own construction supervi¬ 
sor, our architect, also HUD and 
county (inspectors) will be keeping 
an eye on the work,” added direc¬ 
tor Norman Weyel. “Once we get 
started we'll have plenty of super¬ 
vision!” 

Also to be hired is a “scheduler” 
who will keep track of where the 
various sub-contractors will be 
working on a day-to-day basis. 

Board member Jim Smith told 
board and management: “Its abso¬ 
lutely necessary to provide the op¬ 
portunity for members to check 
the validity of their orders—partic¬ 
ularly windows which will have to 
be ordered soon—and be given a 
last chance to change.” He noted 
two potential problems: 1) homes 
that were in the process of being 
sold in August (when window and

Robert Embrey, Assistant Secretary for Community Plan¬ 
ning and Development, U. S. Department of Housing and Urban 
Development, (HUD) will be the featured speaker at the in¬ 
auguration ceremonies for Greenbelt Homes rehabilitation pro¬ 
gram on Sunday, September 30, at the North End Elementary 
School. The program will begin at 3 p.m. Local, state, county, | 
and federal officials will also join GHI members in kicking off 
the rehabilitation program. 

HUD has committed $6.4 million in loans to GHI, to be 
repaid at 3% interest over 20 years, under its Section 312 
program. This is the largest of such loans in the entire country. 

County Executive Lawrence J. Hogan and his staff have 
worked with GHI in developing the program. The county has 
submitted the application on behalf of GHI and will continue 
to administer the three-year rehabilitation program. 

In addition, Congresswoman Gladys Spellman, Senators 
Charles McC. Mathias and Paul Sarbanes have been instrumen¬ 
tal in helping GHI obtain the HUD loan. 

The rehabilitation program will begin in October in the 
north end of town. Members are expected to save $210,000 in 
fuel oil costs in 1980, up to $624,000 by 1983. 

The City of Greenbelt and GHI also will jointly receive 
nearly one million dollars in Community Development Block 
Grant funds through the Prince Georges County Neighborhood 
Improvement Program. 

In addition to the formal part of the inauguration program, 
GHI hopes to have a demonstration of the insulation being 
installed in a nearby home. Refreshments will be served with 
a special cake created for the occasion by GHI member, Dotty 
Varda. 

All members of GHI—as well as past members—and their 
families are welcome to attend the ceremonies.

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Reply to Janet James 

To the Editor: 

I would like to respond to Janet 
James’ letter in a recent News 
Review and set the record straight. 
I will concede that much of the 
work was done, but how was it 
done? How many thousands upon 
thousands of dollars of our money 
was contributed to sheer waste by 
the shoddy methods used in execut¬ 
ing the work done? In fact, I just 
had my roof redone because the 
first time the work was done so 
poorly, n-ot to mention that my next 
door neighbor had a room ruined 
because of the bad roofing job done 
originally. I will limit myself to 
one area of this multi-faceted prob¬ 
lem of not getting a dollar’s worth 
of work for a dollar spent as it 
would take too much room to go 
into everything. 

Let’s talk about the sidewalks 
since you said they were done so 
well and satisfied you completely. 
If they were done so well, why did 
our general manager and a mem¬ 
ber of the Audit Committee spend 
the better part of a Saturday 
checking measurements for com¬ 
pliance to the specifications for the 
work contracted? Next point: a 
member observed the workmen 
placing concrete over sod, a vegeta¬ 
tion, to save pouring the full depth, 
thereby saving concrete. A saving 
when concrete at that time was 
about $40 per yard. This procedure 
is not permitted by federal, state 
or county regulations. The vegeta¬ 
tion disintegrates leaving voids 
which fill with water which in cold 
weather freezes, heaves up and 
breaks up the walks. This same 
member observed the workmen 
placing large amounts cxf flake cal¬ 
cium chloride to the mix, which 
is against all engineering standards 
and is not permitted by federal, 
state or county regulations. This 
was brought to the attention of 
management. The answer was that 
this procedure would be stopped, 
but three days later it was still 
being done. 

Also, let it be known that the 
specifications stated that where 
new walks were to be installed, the 
old walk was to be broken up and 
all old concrete and debris hauled 
to the dump. All new walks were 
to be placed full depth on undis¬ 
turbed compacted sub-base. This 
procedure was not followed on hun¬ 
dreds of linear feet of sidewalks. 
The new walks were placed on top 
of the old walks. Remember now, 
frost will penetrate between the old 
and new layers causing the new 
walk to heave up and break or 
crack. No expansion joints were 
placed in the new walks, a very 
serious mistake! 

Last but not least, by not break¬ 
ing up and removing the old side¬ 
walks, which represents between 
one quarter to one third of the 
cost to comply with the specifica¬ 
tions, you can see what a rip-off 
we got. Where the blame for this 
lies is anyone’s guess. However, 
the ones responsible for the award¬ 
ing of the contracts, the day-to-day 
inspections, and the final inspec¬ 
tion should be held responsible. 
Our general manager and the board 
member notified should shoulder 
some of the blame. 

In closing I would like to say, 
Janet, that maybe you are satisfied 
with huge sums of our money be¬ 
ing spent for very sub-standard 
work, but I for one am not!

Director Virginia Moryadas also 
pointed out that both full and half 
screens will be available, a fact not 
known last August. 

Architects’ Concerns 

Environmental Design Group, the 
architects whom GHI employed to 
verify that the rehabilitation pro¬ 
gram meets the Federal require¬ 
ments for “substantial rehabilita¬ 
tion” under section 312 financing 
(a HUD requirement) have been 
putting together bid documents for 
the general rehabilitation program. 
According to a letter directed to 
president Don Volk the architects 
are very unhappy with the large 
number of choices offered to mem¬ 
bers: windows by three different 
manufacturers, two of which in¬ 
volve further style and color se¬ 
lections, and exterior siding in 10 
colors. In the windows alone, they 
note 100 different options. 

The architects point out that GHI 
will lose the advantage of large 
orders to obtain discounted prices 
if each house is allowed to be dif¬ 
ferent. Maintenance will be com¬ 
plicated by the large number of 
suppliers. The architects also say 
that esthetically there should be 
greater uniformity. “The attrac¬ 
tiveness of Greenbelt Homes like 
all planned communities depends 
on maintaining basic relationships 
and consistencies between the ma¬ 
terials and design of the individual 
buildings. Owners of homes . . . 
should recognize and accept the 
responsibilities of that fact and al¬ 
low design decisions to be made in 
the context of the whole commu¬ 
nity — ultimately their own proper¬ 
ty values wild be affected.” 

While the board and manage¬ 
ment did not appear likely to take 
up the architects’ offer to help re¬ 
design the options, they have pin¬ 
pointed some color-coordination 
problems they admit need to be 
dealt with. Whereas in some courts 
members had gotten together to 
choose harmonious colors and win¬ 
dows, in most others the lack of 
coordination has resulted in the 
hodge-podge that has distressed ar¬ 
chitects and board alike. The board 
will establish some methods of ne¬ 
gotiating color changes in problem 
courts. Members may come to the 
GHI offices to find out what their 
neighbors have ordered. 

In another problem of esthetics, 
director Bobbi McCarthy chal¬ 
lenged the necessity of “ugly heavy- 
up pipes, wires and spaghetti and 
meter-boxes on the frame homes. 
In some cases it makes the whole 
building look . . . worse than 

tacky — terrible. We have to con¬ 
sider those problems too.” 

The board unanimously approved 
Smith's proposal to send a letter 
to members advising when they 
should come to the office to verify 
or change their orders. 

Member William Offenbacher, 
however, made it clear to the board 
that he was “against paying money 
for these letters.” He reminded the 
board that he had voted against the 
rehab program. 

Optional Rehab Program 

Placed on the back burner for 
now, but not to be forgotten, the 
optional rehab program—those odds 
and ends that didn't find their way 
into the formal plan — has no source 
of funding at the present time. 
Originally GHI had hoped either 
the Maryland Housing Fund or fed¬ 
eral 312 money would be available 
to individual members who wanted 
to modernize kitchens and bath¬ 
rooms, build additions, sheds or 
patios. The 312 money will now fi¬ 
nance the formal program, and 
staff is now waiting to hear 
whether Maryland Housing Funds 
can be used to finance the capital 
improvements program. 


appropriate funds, we’ll look into 
options.” 

In a related action the board de¬ 
termined to switch the $10,000 in 
Community Development Block 
Grant funds from paying for the 
design of members — options to an 
engineering study of how to han¬ 
dle crawl spaces, rewiring and a 
possible change from oil to electric 
baseboard heat. These items are 
very expensive, Smith pointed out. 
To use the grant money available 
now for this purpose might save 
money in the long run. 

Deficits and Reserves 

Over the years management and 
board have kept a running tally of 
deficits and reserves. For example, 
at the close of business on Decem¬ 
ber 31, 1978, brick and masonry 
homes had overspent their heating 
budgets by $78,500; frame homes 
had overspent by $107,900. The pri¬ 
mary cause has, of course, been 
the dramatic rise in oil prices. 
While the bills were paid long ago, 
these deficits are still carried on 
the books. 

In a like manner, contingency 
reserves of $119,000 for bricks and 
$113,000 for frames have been ac¬ 
cumulated on paper though, in fact, 
this money has been paid out. 
Smith proposed the transfer from 
contingency to cover these accounts 
as of January 1, 1979. The balance 
shows that GHI reserves are $180 
in the hole. “The worst balance 
we’ve ever had,” Smith later told 
the News Review. 

Smith’s motion to reallocate re¬ 
serves passed unanimously. 

Tidbits 

— In response to a member’s com¬ 
plaints about the poor quality of 
grass cutting this year, manage¬ 
ment admitted it was hard pressed 
to keep up with the job, made 
worse this summer by excessive 
rainfall. The board invited mem¬ 
bers to cooperate by reaching out 
and mowing common areas near 
their homes. 

— The board put off discussion of 
a member's proposal to have all 
board meetings taped until both the 
member (who was not present at 
the time) and the staff were pre¬ 
pared to offer advantages, disad¬ 
vantages and alternate proposals to 
include a sound system. 

— GHI’s new oil supplier, Amer- 
eta Hess, is checking every oil tank, 
making an analysis of the sludge 
in the bottoms of the tanks. Whis¬ 
tles that sound-off when the tank 
is almost full are being installed to 
prevent overflows. 

— The Board set September 25 as 
the date for an extensive discus¬ 
sion of the draft report frr Muel¬ 
ler Associates on energ: sources 
and problems for he? GHI 
hemes. Also to be disc; is the 
Engineering and M.-in p om- 

mittee’s comments on th ueller 
report, 

— The board agrei ' to consider 
giving easements to the city on 
those GHI-owned p lygrounds in 
which the city is preparing to in¬ 
stall new playground equipment 
paid for through CDBG funds. 
There would be a 10-year limit to 
the easements. 

— Ad Hoc Committee on Policies 
and Procedures board liaison, Fos¬ 
ter, reported the beginning of a 
series of meetings with employees 
on heating and grounds. Foster 
said he expects the committee to 
make recommendations to the 
board sometime in October.

Commercial Center 
Several references were made by 
council members also to the present 
state of the commercial center in 
old Greenbelt. Weidenfeld stressed 
the need to keep the customer- 
service facility of the post office in 
its center location. Councilman 
Richard Castaldi said that he would 
like to see “our center completely 
redone. It could , be a beautiful 
center.” Schwan spoke with satis¬ 
faction of the overwhelming vote 
on the referendum for revenue 
bond financing, which could among 
other things be used for redevelop¬ 
ment of the center. 

Maintenance in general was a 
major concern expressed in the 
Weidenfeld statement. He noted 
deterioration of streets, the need 
for repair of the municipal swim¬ 
ming pool, and continuing need for 
bailfield maintenance. At the same 
time he looked to the expanding 
revenue base with new high quality 
commercial developments as a 
hopeful sign to deal with such prob¬ 
lems. He expressed his hope to 
expand services to older citizens 
in Greenbelt and noted with satis¬ 
faction the recent achievement of 
the opening of Green Ridge House. 
Recreation in general will become 
more important, he suggested, as 
the gas shortage continues. 

Schwan commented on voter ap¬ 
proval of the overpass to span the 
Baltimore - Washington Parkway, 
seeing it as establishing a prece¬ 
dent in bridging separated sections 
of the city. Getting better access 
to the proposed Metro terminal in 
Greenbelt is another high priority, 
he noted, as is the city’s insistence 
on continuing high-quality develop¬ 
ment in our area. Schwan saw the 
re examination of the Greenbelt 
Master Plan, currently under study 
by the Advisory Planning Board, as 
a major concern. 

Challengers Recognized 

Among the audience were the 
three challengers in the city coun¬ 
cil election—Jeanette Gordy, Kon¬ 
rad Herling, and Richard Ley - 
and sever al council members 
thanked them for their participa¬ 
tion in a “well run and well fought” 
campaign, as Pilsk-i called it. 

“I believe they helped to delin¬ 
eate the issues and to call atten¬ 
tion to some matters that previous 
councils may not have addressed 
adequately,” Schwan said. 

Castaldi also particularly ex¬ 
pressed his appreciation to all 
members of the city staff. “They 
have worked hard,” he said, “and 
made this council look good.” 

Rabbi Kenneth R. Berger, of the 
Mishkan Torah Jewish Community, 
said the invocation, and the Rev. 
Sherry Taylor of the Greenbelt 
Community Church said the bene¬ 
diction.

The Partridgeberry School 

The Partridgeberry School, which 
opened in Greenbelt in 1971, and 
still exists as the only parent co-op 
elementary school in the State of 
Maryland, has close ties to the City 
of Greenbelt, both through its ori¬ 
gins in the Greenbelt Co-op Nurs¬ 
ery School and through its co-op 
philosophy. 

Partridgeberry has operated in 
classrooms in the Mishkan Torah 
Synagogue until this past June, 
when both the Hebrew School and 
the Partridgeberry program 
reached such expansion levels that 
shared use of space became ex¬ 
tremely difficult for both organiza¬ 
tions. 

Extensive efforts to find suitable 
space here in Greenbelt led Part¬ 
ridgeberry to contract with the 
Laurel Boys and Girls Club to use 
classroom space in their building 
in Laurel. 

The School provides children 
from ages 5 through 12 with an 
alternative educational environ¬ 
ment designed to encourage indi¬ 
vidualized learning and responsi¬ 
bility. Partridgeberry's Director, 
Mary McGee, wants to acknowledge 
the influence that Greenbelt’s co¬ 
operative philosophy has had on 
the setfool and to let parents in 
Greenbelt know that, although the 
school’s classroom location is mov¬ 
ing to Laurel for this school year, 
many Greenbelters are still in¬ 
volved in this project. Carpools are 
available, and “the co-op ideology 
is alive and well,’’ said McGee. In¬ 
terested parents can contact the 
school at 474-0994. 


Thesis in Uruguay 
Honors Authur Gropp 

Greenbelter Arthur Gropp has re¬ 
ceived a copy of a thesis prepared 
in fulfillment of requirements at the 
Library School of the University of 
Montevideo, Uruguay. The thesis, 
entitled Arthur E. Gropp, Biblio- 
tecario de las Americas, written by 
Ana Maria Ferrari, Solveig Gurgi- 
tano, and Irene Lago, contains 63 
pages of text and 21 pages of “The 
Writings of Arthur E. Gropp.” The 
text is devoted to the development 
of modern library practices and to 
the introduction of library science 
instruction in Uruguay. 

Gropp was commissioned in 1942 
by the American Council of Learn¬ 
ed Societies in Washington, D.C., 
with funds provided by the Office 
of the Coordinator of Inter-Ameri¬ 
can Affairs, to establish and direct 
an American Library in Monte¬ 
video. While there he assisted in 
the establishment in 1943 of a Li¬ 
brary School, which he directed 
until 1948. The School, in 1946, be¬ 
came a part of the University of 
Montevideo. 

The authors include evaluations 
by Gropp’s former students and 
employees relative to his contribu¬ 
tion to library science in Uruguay 
and its impact on library organi¬ 
zation there.

THE GREEHBELT NURSERY SCHOOL 
MEETING NEEDS OF COMMUNITY

In early September school 
opened for children of all ages. 
Some of the youngest children to 
begin school in Greenbelt came 
to the two year old program at 
Greenbelt Nursery School, Inc. 
That program is only one of six 
offered by the school which was 
founded in 1941 as Maryland’s third 
cooperative nursery school. 

In recalling the formation of the 
school, Mary Jane Kinzer, then 
Director of Community and Family 
Services in Greenbelt, stressed its 
purpose of meeting the needs of 
the community. To achieve this 
purpose, the school has started 
several new programs in the last 
several years. A new program this 
year is a two day class for 2%*3Vfe- 
year olds. The backbone of the 
school remains the five day pro¬ 
gram for 3-4-year~olds. To help 
working parents, the school now 
.allows families to hire another des¬ 
ignated parent to serve some of 
their “co-oping" days for them. 

When the school was founded, 
the results of a community survey 
had shown high interest for a 
nursery school, although many im¬ 
plicated a difficulty in paying even 
a small tuition. Financial consid¬ 
erations and the desire to educate 
parents were important reasons for 
the formation of a nursery school 
Which involved parent participa¬ 
tion. It was felt that many people 
didn't know what to expect of 
three and four year olds. In that 
regard, the .school's first teacher, 
Charlotte Wagner, who was edu¬ 
cated at the “Little Red School- 
hcuse,” initiated the adult educa¬ 
tion program by teaching a free 
evening class on understanding 
children. 

First Quarters 

With the permission of the fed¬ 
eral government, the school’s first 
quarters became the basement of 
14 Parkway. A loan of $150 was 
obtained from the city for the pur¬ 
chase of equipment and supplies 
which were not homemade or do¬ 
nated. Even the school’s first set 
of building blocks was handmade 
by the young, enthusiastic parents. 
Although the school had no door, 
there was never any trouble with 
vandalism of stolen articles. 

The early years were difficult 
years, especially after the outbreak 
•of war. The draft caused the with¬ 
drawal of many children, either 
from financial problems or a move 
out of town. During the first year 
enrollment dropped from two clas¬ 
ses to one. Needing a full-time job, 
the school’s first teacher resigned. 
To keep the school operational, 
many fund raising projects were 
held. One of these was creating a 
map of Greenbelt still in use. Oth¬ 
er problems encountered during 
•these years were the necessity of 
limiting field trips because of gas 
rationing, and closing during a 
measles epidemic. 

“Anything you organize with a 
sound basis will survive,” says 
Mary Jane Kinzer. Thus in 1958 
the school became incorporated. 
The next year the school moved 
to its present location in the Fel¬ 
lowship Hall of the Community 
Church, From one teacher, the 
staff has grown to four teachers, 
one of whom serves as the school’s 
director, and two teacher aides. 
Currently, the children of an alum ¬ 
nus are attending the school. 

From the beginning, when a co¬ 
op nursery school was organized 
at the University of Chicago in 
1016, cooperatives have emphasized 
the importance of personal in¬ 
volvement in childrearing. Thus 
the traditional cooperative nursery 
school uses parents as teacher 
aides. Fathers, as well as mothers, 
are encouraged to participate. The 
sharing of special talents such as 
•cooking, playing musical instru¬ 
ments, or performing simple chem¬ 
istry experiments is part of the 
•curriculum in many co-ops. An¬ 
other continuing theme is the im¬ 


portance of education for adults 
as well as children. While no sin-* 
gle educational philosophy is advo¬ 
cated by cooperative schools, the 
need for personal growth and the 
rights of all participants — parents, 
teachers, and children — is uniform¬ 
ly stressed. In this regard, the ac¬ 
ceptance of differences among peo¬ 
ple is vital to the cooperative 
movement. Members are chosen 
regardless of race, creed or na¬ 
tional origin. 

Cooperatives are run by and for 
their members, who participate in 
the administration, finance, main¬ 
tenance, and teaching of their 
schools. 

In 1944 the first association of 
cooperative nursery schools was 
organized in Maryland. The in¬ 
cumbent president of this council 
(MN-PPNS). Deanna James, is a 
Greenbelt resident and Greenbelt 
Nursery School parent.
